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FOKEITORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  lor^a  unit  of  a  nation- 
•wlde  organization  v/hich  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating  a  stand- 
ard statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics 
is  a  division  of  the  lovja  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working  in  cooperation 
with  the  Agricultural  Llarketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture,   The  jea.T  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection 
of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Servicers  to  meet 
the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature  and  for 
current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and  the  United 
States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations, cora:iercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  countj''.  State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  count;/  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand,  State- 
wide Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  .^.gricultural  Economics  and 
Statistics  projects.    This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project 

65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project  665-72-3-36 
furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23, 

The  lov/a  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  scries. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lox/a  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect  data 
on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Io;/a  laws,    ITithout  these  data 
by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  vrould  be  less  accurate 
and  less  complete.

Clarke  County,  ori^^inally  a  part  of  old  Demoine  County,  vras  establislied  on 
January  13,  1846,  and  nained  for  Jaraes  Clarke,  v^jio  was  then  Governor  of  the  lov/a 
Territory,  1/    At  that  time,  the  boundaries  embraced  the  eastern  half  of  Union 
County  ,  but  did  not  include  the  present  eastern  tier  of  toxvnships.     In  1349  the 
boundaries  vjere  changed  and  the  county  assumed  its  present  forra, 

yjhen  the  ^iorman  exodus  too]:  place  from  Uauvoo,  Illinois,  in  1846,  three  fam- 
ilies became  separated  from  one  of  the  bands  and  decided  to  remain  and  maL:e  a 
settlement.    These  were  the  families  of  John  and  James  Longley  and  John  Conger, 
Their  settlement,  knovm  as  "Lost  Camp",  became  the  first  settlement  in  Clarke 
County  , 

The  county  v/as  formally  organized  in  1851  and  the  count3^-seat  v;as  located 
on  a  site  purchased  from  George  W,  Howe,    A  town  v^as  laid  out  here  and  named 
Osceola,  2/    The  name    was  in  mem.ory  of  a  Seminole  Indian  Chief,  3/ 

The  :3urlington    and  I.Iissourl  Railroad,  now  the  Chicago  Burlington  and  Q;uincy, 
v;as  built  tlirough  the  county  in  1868,  4/ 

Area 

Clarke  County    is  18  by  24  miles  in  eizteut  and  comprises  a  total  area  of 
428  square  miles,  5/  or  273,920  acres.     Of  this  nimiber,  264,456    acres  are  listed 
as  farr.i  lands,  6/    There  are  twelve  toi/mships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixty- 
third  in  the  State  in  point  of  size,  sharing  this  place  with  ■Tapello  County. 


Soils 

The  soils  of  Clarke  County  are  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  naraely,  drift,  terrace,  loess,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  44,1  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Shelby  loam —

The  loess  soils  cover  46,4 
percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Grundy  Silt  loam — 41,6  percent,  Tama 
silt  loam — 3,0  percent,  and  Clinton  silt  loam — 1.8  percent.    The  terrace  soils 
cover  0,2  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Braner  silt  loam — 0,1  per- 
cent, and  Calhoun  silt  loam — 0.1  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soil,  ITabash 
silt  loam,  covers  9,3  percent  of  the  area,  7/ 

Topography 

The  original  drift  plain  of  this  county  has  been  modified  considerably  by 
strecan  erosion.    The  surface  novj-  consists  of  irregular    belts  of  rolling  and 
hilly  land  along  the  streains,  narrow  strips  or  level  bottom-land  along  the  drain- 
agev/ays,  and  more  or  less  level  areas  between  the  streams.    In  the  southern  part 
the  topography  is  generally  level  to  gently  undulating;  the  hills  and  slopes 
bordering  Chariton  Creek  are  moderately  rolling,  gradually  merging  Y/ith  the  broad, 
flat  inter-stream  areas.    The  same  conditions  are  found  near  liirray  and  north  of 
Lacelle,  although  tjie  transitions  from  the  level  to  the  strongly  rolling  slopes 
is  more  abrupt.     In  other  parts  of  the  county  the  upland  areas  are  less  extensive 
and  have  varying  widths,  8/ 

Climat  e 

The  avorage  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  49,6  degrees.  9/  The 
average  precipitation  for  21  years  (1883-1904)  was  34,15  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  averaged  172  days  betvreon  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  23  and  October 
12  recorded  from  1920  to  1930.  10/ 

Population 


Clarke  County  enjoyed  a  rapid  population  groTrth  in  the  early  years,  but  since 
1880  the  number  of  inhabitants  has  remained  relatively  constant.     In  1930  there 
v;ere  24  persons  p.er  square  mile  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44,  The

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdovm  for  corn  acreages  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.    In  getting  county  totals  of  production, 
the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by  divid- 
ing total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sijmmations  of 
individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.    This  assimies  that  acreage  not  husked 
would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1935,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking  and 
cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.  The  tovmship  yields  for 
these  tv70  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acreage  . 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.    The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  town- 
ship with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get 
total  production  mil  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not    husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the  yield 
and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed  to  be 
equal  in  all  utilizations.    The  county  yield  and  tovjnship  yields  are,  therefore, 
consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1935,

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly    accurate  than  those  in  Table  17  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
State  farm  assessors'  figures.
